Jenks, who says he dropped the gun 
before being shot, faces an Oaober trial on 
two counts of pointing a handgun at the 
officers.

NEW YORK (AP) - O.J. Simp- 
son and Deni.se Brmvn tasdianged 
in.sulls in a televised confronta- 
tion Tliursday, with lii.s ex-sister- 
in-law calling Simpson “a pig” for 
suggesting site wnntctl to have sex 
with him. 

Simpson allied in to a live Fox 
News Channel discussion that 
included Brown. He was angry 
lliat Fox News Live host Shepard 
Smith had suggested Simpson tes- 
tified that he had taken a poly- 
graph after his ex-wife’s murder, 
.something Simpson has denied. 

The di.scu.ssion quickly turned 
personal. “Wliat makes you think 
you could pass it now?” said 
Broivn, who was interviewed in a 
studio in Anaheim, Calif. "You 
murdered Nicole and you know 
you did it." 

Simp-son was acquitted of crimi- 
nal diarges in the 1994 murders 
of'Nicole Brown Simpson .and her 
friend, Ronald Goldman. 
However, he was found liable for 
their deaths in a siibwiuent civil 
trial and was ordered to pay the 
victims’ families $33.5 million. 

During the show Thursday, 
Simpson and Brown bickered 
over money, with Simpson saying 
he had been generous to the 
Brown family Ixifore his ex-wifc’,s 
slaying and that Brown had profit- 
ed from the attention she 
received in the aftermath of the 
court casc.s. 

Brown said she and her family 
never received money from 
Simpson.

Less than three weeks after 
entering the U.S. Senate race in 
New York, Rep.

Speculation runs rampant 
over successor to pope 

VATICAN CITY - Now that 
celebrations for Pope John Paul 


n’s landmark 80th birthday arc 
over, Vatican watchers have 
cum^ to that perennial guessing 
game: Who will succeed liim? 

Will the next pope be an 
Italian, after a historic Polish 
pause, or miglit the electors make 


history again by choosing a 
prelate from the developing 
world? Will they seek to make 
the next one a “short” papacy - 
or again opt for someone young 
by papal standards? - 

In the eyes of some, naming on 
Italian would represent “a return 
to normalcy" after such an event- 
filled pontificate, said Vittorio 
Messori, an Italian who collabo- 
rated with John Paul on his book 
“Crossing the Threshold of 
Hope.” 

The pope has reached what he 
colls his “twilight years," and in 
the 22nd year of his' papacy, he 
has reached the age - 80 — when 
cardinals arc barred by church 
law from casting votes in con- 
claves to elect a new pope. 

He is also frail, with his suffer- 
ing clear to any observer: 
Tremors in his hands and slurred 
speech, symptoms of Parkinson's 
disease, a progressive neurologi- 
cal disorder, and a shuffling gait 
doting to hip-repjacemem 
siu^ciy six years ago. 

But he’s also pushing ahead ■ 
with his agenda during the Holy 
Year, with such audacious aas as 
asking forgiveness for the sins of 
Roman Catholics and praying at 
Jerusalem’s Western Wall as part 
of efforts for reconciliation wiUi 
Jews. 

What makes the guessing game 
even more difficult is that John 
Paul has already outlived many 
cardinals once seen as “papa- 


bile,” and Vatican officials have 
brushed aside speculation that 
the pope's ailments may force 
him to resign soon. 

Rumors had swirled over 
appointments to such important 
posts as the archbishop of West- 
minster, succeeding the late 
Cardinal Basil Hume, and arch- 
bishop of New- York, succeeding 
the late Cardinal John O’Connor.

Laughing, he told me: “People 
keep telling me. If you have to 
have cancer, this is the kind to 
get!’ So I guess I should be 
thrilled.” He joked about his 
medical care. He was sick, and he 
was trying to cheer me up. 

Despite his declining health, 
Jeff kept producing his cartoons, 
just as ho had produced them in 
1996, when his son, Jeffrey Jr., 
died in a rock-climbing aeddent. 
Jeff kept plugging un^ the end, 
doing his job, making us laugh. 

He would never let me say to his 
face that he made the world bet- 
ter. But he did.

RUPERT - Thursday’s arraign- 
ment for a Rupert man charged 
with trespassing and malicious 
injury to property was brief. 

Kent Klosterman pleaded inno- 
cent to the charges Thursday in 
Minidoka County Magistrate 
Court. Magistrate Judge Larry 
Duff ordered Klosterman to 
attend a July 17 hearing, accord- 
ing to Magistrate Court records. 

The hearing will serve as a dis- 
cussion between Klosterman, his 
attorney and Ule county prosecu- 
tor. ' 

An arraignment has been 
rescheduled for George Grant, 
nlso charged with trespassing. 

Klosterman and Grant were 
charged in connection with 
removing barriers and using a 
road, which the Idaho Supreme 
Court has declared private. 

The two men have asked the 
Minidoka County Highway Dis- 
trict to build a county road so they 
can get to their property. District 
officials have .said they will take 
the request under advisement.

“Gone in Sixty Seconds’’? If 
only it were. 

A moderately enjoyable action 
movie that seriously overstays its 
welcome, “Gone in Sixty 
Seconds” has a pleasurably idiot- 
ic plot that cun be summed up in 
four words; Gang .<nvipes 50 cars. 

Led by Nicolas Cage, Angelina 
Jolic ii.id Robert Duvall, they 
have to do it in three days or 
Cage’s brother (Giovanni Ribisi) 
will be killed. 

Fine, then. A dopey premi.se, it 
promises lots of exciting car 
chases, inventive car busi-ins 
and some smart-alecky dialogue, 
but “Gone” manages to deliver 
only on the dialogue. Scott 
Rosenberg’s script contains an 
unforgivable rip-off of the Silent 
Bob character in “Clerks” but 
otherwise achieves a perfect, 
don ’t-takc»anylhing-too- seriously 
cone, peppered with plenty of 
ironic wisecracks. 

This is the kind of lowbrow, 
quickie entertainment that relies 
on speed and energy - get in. get 
out and get us 90 minutes of 
cheap thrills, please, and hold 
the Method Acting crapola. 

So, hiring three Oscar winners 
to inhabit these B-movic roles is 
the. acting equivalent of u.sing 
velvet as toilet paper. Cage, Jolie 
and Duvall arc fine (Jolie gives 
the movie sex appeal that isn't 
there in the script, and Cage is 
hilarious when he makes like the

Kerouac of Cadillacs, delivering 
a goofy poem about boosting 
wheels), but they create 
grandiose expectations “Gone” 
can’t - and shouldn’t - meet.

Kroll won a George Jean 
Nathan Award for dramatic criti- 
cism in 1980, an ASCAP/Dccms 
Taylor Award in 1981 for his 
Lennon piece, and a Page One 
Award for his 1982 .story on 
Pryor. His last cover story was a 
Dec. 14, 1998, piece on Nicole 
Kidman’s Broadway debut in 
“The Blue Room.’’ 

Kroll is survived by his wife, 
Joan Engels, a senior photo edi- 
tor at Newsweek, two children 
and 0 grandchild.

Last year, Lemon Drop Kid 
came off a ninnenip finish in the 
Peter Pan to win the Belmont for 
Schulhofer and Jeanne Vance, 
also the owner of Postponed. 

Schulhufer’s first Belmont win 
was ‘n 1993 with Colonial Affair, 
who wn.s third in the Peter Pan. 

Unshaded, Globalize and 
Tahkodha Hills, second, third 
and fourth, respectively, in the 
Peter Pan, also will be in the 11> 
horse Belmont, which for the first 
time since 1970 will be without 
the Derby winner (Fusnichi 
Pegasus) and Preaknes.s winner 
(Red Bullet).

Display flag proudly, properly Wednesday 


DEAR ABBY: Since Wednes- 
day, June 14, is Flag Day, your 
renders might appreciate a 
reminder about how to correctly 
display "Old Glory." 

The U.S. Flag Code, adopted in 
1923, prescribes the following 
rules for proper handling of the 
flag: 

• Always dismay the flag with 
the blue union field up; never dis- 
play the flag upside down, except 
as a distress signal. 

• Always hold the flag careful- 
ly; never let ii touch anything 
bencatli it: the ground, the floor, 
water or merchandise. 

• Always carry the flog aloft 
and free; never carry it flat or 
horizontally. 

• Always keep the flag clean 
and safe; never let it become 
tom, soiled or damaged. ' 

■ Always dispose of a flag 
properly; it should be destroyed 
by burning it in a dignified man- 
ner. 

■ Always treat the flag with 
respect; never embroider it on 
household items or pieces of 
clothing.

WASHINGTON - Some- econo- 
mists disputed the widcly.toutcd 
wage gap between women and 
men,' even as women’s group.s 
urged senators Thursday to 
strengthen equal-pay laws. 

“The simple differential in 
average wages between women 
and men is frequently assumed to 
be the result of labor market dis- 
crimination,” said June O’Neill, 
an economist and director of the 
Center for the Study of Business 
and Government at Baruch 
College in Ne-.v York City. 

But ‘‘such a conclusion would 
be wrong," O’Neill told the 
Senate Health, Education, Labor 
and Pensions Committee in a 
hearing on gender-based wage 
discrimination. A simple wage 
comparison ‘‘docs not take into 
account'gender differences in . 
skills and work related character- 
istics that would create differ- 
ences in wages even in the 
absence of gender bias,” she said. 

Regulators Increase funding 
for phones on reservations 

WASHINGTON - The Federal 
Communications Commission on 
Thursday boosted by 530 million 
a federal subsidy program to help 
underwrite the costs of phone ser- 
vice for the poor on tribal lands. 

The move is intended to close 
the disparity in phone service on 
reservations and the rest of 
America. As a result of the 
increases, eligible low-incomc 
consumers on tribal lands should 
be oble to get basic local phunc 
service for under 510 month, with 
most receiving it for obout $1 . 

"We have to do everything pos- 
sible to rectify a sittution that is 
unconscionable,” said Gloria 
Tristanl, an FCC commissioner. 
She and other officials pointed to 
government figures estimating 
that only 45 percent to 55 percent 
of families on reservations have 
phone service -compared with 96 
percent of Americans nodonwide.

Scientists say they found 
key Alzheimer’s enzyme 

An enzyme suspected of play- 
ing a key role in AlzJieimer’s has 
finally been identified by scien- 
tists, an advance that could give 
drug companies a promising tar- 
get for treating the mind-wasting 
disease. 

The disease causes the devel- 
opment of deposits that are 
thought to kill brain cells. The 
deposits are created when a long, 
string-Iikc protein is cut in two 
specific places. 

Scientists believe a “chemical 
scissors” makes one Of the cuts, 
calling it gamma secretasc with- 
out ever aauoUy identifying it. 

But in Thursday’s issue of the 
journal Nature, scientists at 
Merck Research Laboratories in 
West Point. Pa., reported thot 
they, have found strong evidence 
that gamma secretasc is actually 
preseniiin 1.
